VISIT  TO  ISRAEL  FIRST  OFFICIAL 
ACT  OF  NEW  ZOC  PRESIDENT 


In  his  inaugural  address,  Law- 
rence Freiman,  newly-elected  Pres- 
ident of  the  Zionist  Organization 
of  Canada  dedicated  himself  and 
the  organization  he  will  lead  for 
the  next  two  years  to  greater  ef- 
forts on  behalf  of  Israel  and  the 
Zionist  ideal. 

Within  three  weeks  of  the  his- 
toric Toronto  Convention  which 
swept  him  into  office,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Freiman  were  on  their  way 
to  Jerusalem  to  pay  their  respects 
to  Prime  Minister  David  Ben- 
Gurion. 

A round  of  conferences  with 
government  and  Jewish  Agency 
leaders  gave  Mr.  Freiman  the  “ob- 
jective assessment  of  the  situa- 
tion” on  which  he  and  his  col- 
leagues will  base  the  immediate 
and  long-term  program  of  the 
Canadian  Zionist  movement. 

During  their  stay,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Freiman  were  received  by  General 
Dori  at  the  Haifa  Technion;  were 
feted  at  lunch  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Hebrew  Univer- 
sity, and  were  the  guests  of  hon- 
our at  the  closing  exercises  of 
Hadassim,  Canadian  Hadassah’s 
model  children's  village  in  the 
Sharon  Valley. 

They  also  travelled  throughout 
the  country  and  visited  new  settle- 
ments, factories  and  other  eco- 
nomic developments  made  possible 
through  United  Israel  Appeal  and 
bond  dollars.

Days  Sunday  Evening  at  Sundown 


Sunday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews 
the  world  over  will  usher  in  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  will  mark  the  in- 
ception of  the  Jewish  New  Year 
3719  in  a solemn  and  reverent 
manner.  Rosh  Hashanah  begins 
he  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which 
’ulminate  in  the  fasting  and  in 
he  religious  services  of  Yom  Kip- 
our,  the  Day  of  Atonement. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  be- 
gins at  sundown  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, September  14  and  ends  after 
sundown  on  Tuesday,  September 
16.  The  Hebrew  calendar  records 
:he  beginning  of  the  Holy  Day  as 
the  first  of  Tishre,  5719.  Yom 


Kippur  begins  at  sundown,  Tues- 
day, September  23  and  ends  after 
sundown  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 24. 

Emphasizing  especially  man’s 
ability  for  self  conquest  and  for 
return  to  the  path  of  salvation, 
Rosh  Hashanah  also  proclaims 
God’s  Sovereignty  over  the  Uni- 
verse and  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  is  during  this  “Day  of 
Judgment”  when  the  Lord,  "like 
a shepherd  causes  the  souls  of  his 
flock  to  pass  before  him,”  that  all 
men  are  urged  to  review  their 
deeds  of  the  past  year  and  to  pray 
for  His  forgiveness.  This  message 
gives  the  holiday  a universal  motif.

Succoth  Observed 
Sept.  29  to  Oct.  7 

The  Festival  of  Succoth  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  day 
of  Tishre,  corresponding  this  year 
to  Sunday  evening,  September  28. 
It  is  observed  for  nine  days  of 
which  the  first  two  and  last  two 
days  are  full  holidays  and  the  in- 
tervening days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succoth 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael in  the  wilderness  after  their 
deliverance  from  Egyptian  bond- 
age. During  that  time  they  were 
compelled  to  live  in  tents  or  build- 
ing booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

The  succah  or  booth  is  a little 
tabernacle  built  of  wood  or  can- 
vass and  is  covered  with  branches 
of  trees  and  plants  so  that  the 
heavens  and  the  stars  are  visible 
overhead. 

In  ancient  Palestine,  the  festival 
was  celebrated  by  giving  thanks 
to  the  Almighty  for  the  bounties 
of  the  land.  The  Pilgrim  Fathers 
in  America  after  they  had  gather- 
ed in  their  harvest  set  aside  a day 
which  they  called  Thanksgiving. 
Steeped  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  they  based  their  thanksgiving 
day  on  the  Festival  of  Succoth. 

The  eighth  day  of  the  festival 
(Monday,  October  6)  is  called 
Shemini  Atzereth  (the  Eighth  Day 
of  Solemn  Assembly).  On  that  day 
the  Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read 
to  remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  serv- 
ices for  the  departed  are  recited, 
and  a prayer  is  offered  so  that  the 
earth  may  produce  bountiful  crops 
next  year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchas  Torah  is 
the  most  joyous  day  of  the  festival 
as  it  marks  the  annual  completion 
and  commencement  of  the  reading 
of  the  Law  in  the  Synagogue.

And  yet  even  after  the  con- 
vulsion of  the  most  devastating 
of  all  wars,  we  are  in  the  throes 
of  those  follies  which  brought  so 
much  suffering  upon  mankind. 
Alas,  in  too  many  places  man- 
kind has  drifted  from  freedom 
to  oppression,  from  the  sanctity 
of  human  rights  to  hatred  and 
mistrust. 

The  nations  are  locked  in  endless  dispute  and  the  clouds  of 
misgiving  hang  over  their  deliberations.  The  auspices  under  which 
the  State  of  Israel  is  being  treated  has  little  to  do  with  the  idealism 
of  great  statesmen  in  their  vision  of  a Jewish  renaissance  as  an 
“or  lagoyim”,  as  a blessing  for  all  mankind.  Might  still  dominates 
the  stage  and  the  onlooking  world  watches  in  amazement  how 
with  breath-taking  speed  the  ideals,  promises  and  charters,  born 
of  common  distress,  are  discarded  with  impunity.  Confidence  is 
giving  way  to  fear,  fear  that  yet  another  mistake  may  rob  us  of 
the  fruit  of  peace  to  which  our  sacrifices  entitle  us.  As  we  look 
about  us  and  behold  the  tensions,  anxieties  and  gloomy  forebodings 
of  men  and  nations,  it  is  not  difficult  to  become  mired  in  the 
depths  of  despair. 

However,  as  members  of  an  ancient  people  and  a millenial 
faith,  as  Jews  whose  ancestors  witnessed  the  recurring  rise  and  fall 
of  human  hopes  and  aspirations  we  especially  must  preserve  our 
perspective.  We  must  retain  confidence  in  our  own  moral  resources 
and  those  of  our  fellow  men  which  will  help  us  become  the  active 
determinants  of  our  destiny.  The  confidence  of  the  Jew  is  rooted 
in  the  Divine  Word  which  is  beyond  time  and  must  not  be  moved 
by  the  vicissitudes  of  the  moment.  Let  us  try  to  gain  a wide  vista 
of  human  affairs,  one  that  is  circumscribed  by  the  whole  range 
of  our  unique  long  history  and  is  lifted  above  the  incident  of  the 
day  by  dint  of  our  timeless  philosophy  of  life.  Let  none  be  per- 
suaded by  the  pessimist  or  the  non-believer  that  our  prophetic 
promises  for  Israel  and  humanity  were  but  a vapour  which  the 
storm  of  our  time  had  dispersed. 

Though  moments  of  doubt  and  fear  may  at  times  creep  into 
our  consciousness  and  the  sad  realities  may  be  prone  to  undermine 
our  faith,  we  should  indeed  be  lost  if  we  lost  trust  in  G-d  or  man. 
During  the  “Yomim  Noraim”  the  awe-filled  days  of  our  High  Holy 
Day  season  we  have  a golden  opportunity  to  strengthen  our  wills 
and  to  replenish  our  fund  of  moral  energy.  We  have  not  only  the 
memories  of  our  past  to  inspire  us  but  the  record  of  our  present 
to  challenge  us.  The  valiant  leaders  and  citizenry  of  the  “moledet”, 
our  Homeland,  have  demonstrated  how  strong  and  confident  men 
may  become  if  they  are  propelled  by  an  allegiance  to  a faith  and 
motivated  by  the  lodestar  of  a hope  and  dream. 

Let  us  then  enter  the  portals  of  our  Synagogues  with  receptive 
hearts  and  minds  attuned  to  the  eternal  message  of  our  dynamic 
faith  and  Israel’s  saga.  The  New  Year  should  be  entered  with 
prayer  and  resolution;  resolution  that  we  shall  shoulder  our  re- 
sponsibilities and  redouble  our  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Torah,  Israel 
and  humanity;  prayer  that  the  coming  year  may  dispel  the  dark 
clouds  which  hang  so  heavily  over  Israel  and  our  confused  world. 
May  the  New  Year  initiate  an  era  of  mutual  trust  and  real  peace 
among  the  nations  of  the  world;  and  to  our  brethren  behind  the 
iron  curtain  may  the  New  Year  bring  the  Exodus  of  Redemption 
and  the  dawn  of  a brighter  future.

Philosophy  Group 
Holds  Final 
Meeting  of  Year 

The  study  group  on  Jewish 
Philosophy  and  Ethics  sponsored 
by  Agudath  Israel  Synagogue 
completed  its  third  successful  year 
of  activities  on  June  25  under  the 
leadership  of  Rabbi  Samuel  Bur- 
stein. 

Interest  in  the  lectures  has  re- 
mained high,  resulting  in  a good 
turnout  at  the  informal  meetings 
which  were  held  twice  a month  at 
the  homes  of  the  members.  During 
the  year  15  meetings  were  held 
with  an  average  attendance  of  15. 

Rabbi  Burstein’s  lectures  cover- 
ed such  subjects  as  Chassidism, 
Zionism,  the  Conservative,  Ortho- 
dox and  Reform  movements  and 
dealt  with  the  more  important 
figures  associated  with  them.  As 
in  previous  years,  notes  taken  by 
the  members  have  been  mimeo- 
graphed for  distribution  within  the 
group.

It  is  hoped  that  these 
new  facilities  will  attract  more  and 
new  people  to  a greater  degree  of 
participation  and  that  in  propor- 
tion to  what  they  receive,  they 
shall  contribute. 

But  our  greatest  challenge  in 
the  year  to  come  will  be  that  of 
meeting  the  problems  posed  by 
events  in  the  Middle  East.  At  no 
time  in  the  past  decade  has  the 
security  of  Israel  and  its  political 
future  been  so  uncertain  and  pos- 
sibly Jews  the  world  over  have  not 
fully  grasped  the  full  import  of 
the  situation.  More  than  ever  it 
is  our  responsibility  as  Jews  and 
as  Zionists  to  awaken  our  people 
to  a renewed  sense  of  responsibili- 
ty for  Israel’s  welfare,  so  that  from 
that  land  we  may  continue  to  re- 
ceive inspiration  and  spiritual 
nourishment  for  the  years  ahead.
